The fhnportation of 
fruits, and other products from 
earthquake-stricken districts of Italy 
has been badly disorganized by the 
catastrophes, and as a result prices of 
products of Sicily and Calabria. have 
jumped from 25 to Wo per cent. Tee 
situation is abnormal, but ia not ex- 
pected to last, and a return to normal 
basis of trade is expected within three 
months. 

Importers expect a repetition of the 
conditions which followed the Cal 
fornia earthquake, when prices jumped 
for the first few days following the 
disaster, but settled back after busi- 
ness had been re#stablished in tem- 
porary quarters at Oakland and else- 


where. The situation in Italy is in 
many respects much worse than that 
which followed ‘‘alifornia’s earth- 
quake. Messina was the main ship- 


ping point for lemons to the United 
States and elsewhere. We import 
about 2,000,000 boxes of lemons from

than half ot the normal supply has 
been temporarily cut off. 

Then, also, hundreds of fruit han- 
diers and employés are dead. The 
price of Messina lemons has gone up 
75 cents and $1 per box from $3 per 
box, and all supplies now on steamers 
coming from Palermo and elsewhere, 
have already been contracted for at 
good prices. 

In sympathy, California lemons have 
miffened in price, quotations now rul- 
ing around $4 per box. Antonio 
Zucca, one of the heaviest dealers, 
said he thought all the Messina fruit 
in storage warehouses and their con- 
tents were probably destroyed, the 
business had already been transferred 
to Catania, Palermo and elsewhere, 
and he did not look for any further 
increases in prices. 

It is estimated that 296.000 boxes of 
lemons were destroyed in Messina 
warehouses, but It is not believed fruit 
plantations outside of Messina have 
been damaged greatly.

| MYSTERY CLEARED. 


MINISTER WAS 
THE MURDERER. 


Confesses Crime and Cuts 
His Throat. 


Slays Browning While Under 
Hypnotic Spell. 
— 

Hacked Body to Bits With 
a Hatchet. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


CARTHAGE Jan. 11.—~Rev. 
John H. Carmichael, wanted for the 
murder of Gideon Browning at the 
Battle Run Methodist Church in Mich- 
igan, last Tuesday night, tut his 
throat in a boarding-House here last 
night, and died at noon today. . 

Carmichael had cut his throat, mak- 
ing two serious wounds, before his ar- 
rest, and died a few hours after be- 
ing taken into custody. 

A letter of ten pages had been writ- 
ten by the minister, admitting his 
identity and confessing that he killed 
Browning, cut the body up and burned 
it in the stove, while under hypnotic 
influence. 

This letter is now in the possession 
of the Sheriff. 

The clergyman had been staying here 
for the last two days, at a private 
boarding-house. His attempt at sul 
cide was made on the premises of the 
place at which he had secured a room. 

Carmichael was found im the toilet 
room of the boarding-house, after he 
had attempted to end his life. He ar- 
rived at his sister’s house Friday night 
and expected to leave this morning 
for Bowen, Iowa, according to 
story told his fellow-boarders. 

CONFESSION GRAPHIC. 

Sheriff Bethsho said Carmichael in 
the letter told the story of the kill- 
ing m a graphic manner. He claimed 
Browning exercised some sort of hyp- 
notic influence over him, and that 
when he entered the church Browning 
attacked him with two knives. The 
minister says he then picked up a 
hatchet and proceeded to whack away 
until he thought Browning was dead. 

He returned to consciousness, how- 
ever, so Carmichael kept at him. He 
then took one of the knives Browning 
had used in his attack upon him, he 
said, and proceeded to mutilate the 
body until it had lost all resemblance 
to a human being. He then took the 
remains out and burned them. After 
that he took a train for Chicago 
where he t new clothing and left 
for Quincy, In., and from there to 
Carthage. 

The confession of the Rev. J. H. 
Carmichael was as follows: 

“CARTHAGE (I.) Jan. 9, 1909. 
“To Mr. Waggonsteil, Port Huron, 

Mich. 

“Honored Sir: TI write this letter to 
explain some things in connection with 
the Columbus church tragedy. I am 
guiity only because I am a coward. 
The man had such a hypnotic influ- 
ence over me that 1 felt that some- 
thing must be done. I felt greatly 
ashamed that a man said to be short- 
minded should be able to compel me 
to yield to his will, but I said nothing 
about it. At first he said: 

“It's all right. elder: don't be 
afraid.“ Then he began to talk about 
how we could get rich. Three times 
he came to the rear of my barn and 
talked to me through the manure 
hole; twice he was at the river when 
I went to water my stock, and each 
time I felt that he was doing some- 
thing that he was proud of. Once 
when I was going out to Columbus he 
was on the pike near the Pink school- 
house. When I overtook him he asked 
me to ride, which I could not refuse. 

He asked me if ever I had driven 
up the pike to Port Huron, to which 
I answered no. Then he said: ‘Come, 
let's drive up.“ to which 1 dissented. 
But he kept on until he persuaded me 
to go. He got out and stood at the 
corner while I went to the barn with 
the rig. Then, after we had been at 
the restaurant for focd, for which 
he paid, and also for the horse, he 
gave me a half-dollar and said he 
wanted to go across there and buy 
8 — hatchet for his boy to play 

th. 

“I began to tell him to go and do 
his own buying, when he set his eyes 
upon me in the queerest sort of a look, 
something like the look of a snake's 
eye. Then I felt his influence tighten- 
ing its grip on my mind, so I went, 
intending to go into the store and out 
the back way and get the horse and 
rush off for home. When I turned to 
lose the door he stood looking at me 
through the window, and I just bought 
the hatchet and came out again, but 
by that time he had disappeared, so I 
went to the barn, got my rig and 
started home. 

“When he arranged’with me about 
the wedding he said he would go to 
Port Huron and meet me on the road 
between that place and the church. I 
thought he really meant to get married 
when he engaged my services, but 
when we were met on the road and he 
was alone I began to feel uneasy, but 
he said it was all right, and the others 
would come in a carriage. 

“We kept looking to see the others 
come down the State road. Presently 
he took a big; hearty laugh, and said: 
‘There ain't no use of looking, for 
there ain't going to be no wedding.’ 
He was sitting where the gleams of 
the light shone on his face, and his 
eyes were so brilliant that I was 
thrilled through and through with the 
queerest sort of feeling. 

“He said, ‘Now, if I say raise up 
yours hands, up she goes,’ and 1 felt 
my Hand raise without effort whatever 
on my part. By this time I was so 
alarmed that I was in a cold sweat. I 
then leaned over to see if any one 


| might be on the road, when he began 


to laugh again, and [ saw that he was 
holding a weapon of some sort up his 


sleeve. 

“Instantly I made a grab for it, and 
got the hatchet from him, and asked 
him what he meant to do with that, 
and he said, ‘I'll show vou.“ and from 
his overcoat pocket drew out a knife 
in each hand. He came at me strik- 
ing with both hands while I backed 
across the church down the side aisle 
and across the front. 

“There was a desperate struggle, in 
which I used the hatchet until d laid 
quiet. I cannot tell all that happened 
after that. When my eyes fell upon 
one of those knives I flew into a rage, 
and began to cut him when he woke 
up and grabbed me again. Then fcr 
awhile I used that hatchet until I was 
sure he was dead. Then I saw that ihe 
fire was hot enough to make the stove 
pipe red nearly to the elbow so I 
grabbed him by the feet and dragged 
him down there and.cut him to pieces, 
putting In each part as it was dis- 
membered. 

“T am tired of hiding. [f you get 
this while I am yet alive, come and 
get me. I shall not be far from Car- 
thage, III.

The unclean conditions resulting 
from the removal of the garbage from 
the wagons of the city to those of the 
owners of the hogs were shown on 
stereopticon slides, and described by 
the speaker. “Thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars or $40,000 expended by the City 
Council in the proper disposal of this 
garbage would mean many thousands 
gained in the health of the people, and 
would without doubt save many valu- 
able lives,” said Dr. Kress. 

The greater proportion of the milk 
consumed by people in Los Angeles, he 
deciared, is dirty. He showed the sort 
of dairies from which much of the milk 
comes, and also pictured a model dairy. 
‘ine hundred thousand infants, under 
i yeor ef age, die annually in the 
UCiited States” he said, “and of this 
number 40.009 sie from impure milk.”

Careless Friend Hits His Host Instead 
of Quail While on Hunting Trip 
at Elsinore. 
ELSINORE, Jan. 11.—Charies A. 
Graham, owner of a garage on Main 
street, was seriously wounded yester- 
day by a charge of bird shot, which 
he received in the thigh, from a gun 
fired by Walter J. Austin of Corona. 
Eariy yesterday morning Mr. Graham 
took out a party composed of J. A.

E. Jones and E. H. Marsh, in his auto 
for a quail hunt. At the time of the 
accident, late in the afternoon, the 
party was about five miles south of El- 
sinore, and had left the machine and 
gone into the hills.
